Present Court House Site Will Be 
Used and All the Present Build- 
ings Torn Down—The City’s 
Share of the Cost Will 
Be One-Third.

A new courthouse and a city hall, to 
cos 00,000, will be built next year, 
f the recommendations agreed upon 
yesterday by a council committee and 
the county board are adopted by the 
city and county. 

It is proposed to erect on tho site 
of the present courthouse a six-story 
building of handsome architectural de- 
sign and fine finish, which will be 
amply sufficient for the county and 
the city. 

Under the agreement recommended, 
the county is to own two-thirds of the 
site and pay for two-thirds of the cost 
of the building, while the city pays 


the county for one-third of the site 


and bears one-third of the expense of 
erecting the building. 

Under this agreement it will cost the 
county approximately between $400,000 
and $500,000 and the city about $375,- 
000. 

All three of the buildings which at 
present occupy the courthouse site will 
be torn down: 

Bond elections will be held some time 
next year, and it is believed they will 
carry, as both the county and the city 
are greatly in need of new buildings. 


Report From an Architect. 


Colonel Clifford Anderson, chairman 
of the county board, read a report 
from Architect ‘Thornton Marye, in 
which was given a statement as to 
what floor space the county and city 
would require, and what the new 
building would probably cost. 

The report stated that the present 
county buildings wofild have to be re- 
moved; the county would require a 
total floor space of 111,136 square feet, 
and the city 31,316 square feet. These 
figures include the hallways as well 
as the rooms; the joint building would 
have to be six stories high, and would 
cosf a little over $800,000. 

The county board thought the archi- 
tect had given too much floor space for 
the court rooms, as the policy would 
be to have smaller court rooms than 
are used. 

It was suggested by Councilman 
Longino that the city have enough of- 
fice room for the chief of police, the 
board of education, the city attorney, 
and. in fact, for all the officials and 
boards of the city. 

All these details, however, will be 
left to the council and the county 
board when those bodies act upon the 
recommendations of the joint 
mittee. 

The courthouse lot fronts about 275 
feet on Pryor street and runs back 
about 185 feet on East Hunter. It is 
valued at about $300,000. “f the city 
bought one-third, it would cost about 


$100,000.

1. That from and after the passage of this 
ordinance, the recorder of the city of At- 
lanta, or the acting recorder, in all cases 
brought before him where the charge is va- 
grancy, non-support of family, drunkenness, 
or drunkenness in connection with disorder 
resulting from drunkenness, the recorder or 
acting recorder shall have the right to ren- 
der final judgment as provided by existing 
law, but in addition he is hereby empowered 
to continue such cases, in his discretion, and 
pending such continyance to retain Said cases 
on his docket for further consideration and 
determiration. 

2. In any case Where such continuance is

urday. “That law,” he continued, ‘“de- 
teats the purpose for which it was 
passed, and if, the railroads of the 
country did not violate it, ag inter- 
preted by the supreme court, we would 
have a chaotic condition suited only 
for savagery. 

“As I am optimistic, I hope to see 
either the supreme court of the United 
States come around to my way of 
thinking an congress pass a law pro- 
yiding a legal status to these traffic 
assdciations all over the country. They 
are absolutely necessary to the con- 
dutt of: railroad business, if the pro- 
visions ‘of the rate law with réference 
to discriminations are maintained.”

ATTACK BY POPE 
ON MODERNISM 


Encyclical is Issued by Head 
of Roman Catholics 


MODERISM IS CONDEMNED 


Pias X Declares It Is Dangerous in 
Philosophy, Faith, Theology, 
History and Criticism—Mod- 
ernism.a Syavthesis of 
All Heresy. 


Rome, September -16.—The Osservae- 
tore Romane, organ of the vatican, to- 
day issued an important encyclical of 
Pope Pius X on “Modernism,” which 
really is a completion of his recent 
syllabus. The document sets forth that 
modernism is a serious danger to the 
church, refers in detail of the various 
features of modernism, condemns it as 
dangerous in philosophy, faith, theology, 
history, criticism and reform, and 
comes to the corciusion that modernism 
is a synthesis of all heresy and must 
logically lead to atheism. 

The encyclical makes the following 
provisions: 

I. The teaching of Philosophy, posi- 
tive theology, etc., is to be carried on 
by the church, schools and unlversi- 
ties, but in a catholic spirit. 

2. Modernisms are to be removed 
from professorships and the direction 
of educational institutions. 

38. The clergy and faithful are not 
to be allowed to read modernist pub- 
lications. 

4. A committee of certsorship is to 
be established in every dflocese to 
Pass upon the publications which the 
clergy and faithful shall be permitted 
to read. 

5. The encyclical of the late Pope 
Leo XIII, prohibiting the clergy from 
asS:ming the direction of publications 
without their pfishops’ permission and 
providing for supervision of the work 
of ecclesiastical writers, is confirmed. 

6. Ecclesiastical congresses, except on 
rare occasions, are prohibited. 

7. A council is to be constituted in 
every diocese to combat modern er- 
rors.

for years. Miller beat the diamond 
broker over the head not only with a 
stove poker, ‘which ‘broke in three 
pieces by the force of the blows, but 
with a meat cutter. 

Crumb is lying near death at a hos- 
pital as a result of the terrible beat- 
ing he received. 

Miller said that for a year loan 
sharks had threatened him and swal- 
lowed up his salary and cost him one 
good position. His wife, he said, was 
a good, saving girl, but he drank and 
gambled and lived far beyond his sal- 
ary. An original loan of $50 increased 
to notes of $400. The interest was 10 
per cent a month and he had to bor- 
row from one man to pay interest on 
the first debt to another man. Thus 
little cloud grew blacker’ and 
blacker until it threatened to ruin his 
whole life and drive him from home.

experience in water supply. investiga- 
tions in the southeastern states and in 
the construction of irrigation works in 


arid region, , 

They are both Atlanta men. Mr. Hall 
is, consulting é¢ngineer in ‘the United 
States reclamation service, devoting a 
part of his time to western irrigation 
work,’ but he is located at his old office 
in Temple Court, and is also the*con- 
sulting engineer for several important 
enterprises in the south. 

Mr. Hall states that the 50,000 acres 
which he proposes to irrigate on the 
south coast of Porto Rico has a rain- 
fall of about 40 inches per annum, but 
this is not sufficient for obtaining the 
best results from sugar planting in the 
tropics. ‘Irrigation will greatly in- 
crease the yleld, without a correspond- 
ing increase in’the cost of production,” 
said. Mr, Hall. “This is largely true 
of many crops that are cultivated in 
Georgia and the adjoining states. <A 
truck farmer in the vicinity of Atlanta 
on creek bottom lands could make his 
crop an absolute certainty and his 
yield from three to five times as great 
by expending a comparatively trifling 
amount in irrigation works. Water 
supply is plentiful in Georgia, and the 
time is not far distant when irriga- 
tion as an insurance against drought 
will be practiced extensively in the 
same manner that it is now resorted 
to in northern Italy, where the rainfall 
is practically the same as our own. 

“Porto Rico is an island forty miles 
wide and wne hundred miles long. It 
is divided lengthwise by a range of 
high mountains running through it 
from east to west. The prevailing 
winds being from the north there is 
a heavy rainfall on the north side of 
these mountains and a corresponding 
decrease in precipitation on the south 
side. It is one of the largest West 
India islands that came into possession 
of the United States in 1898 as a _-re- 
sult of the Spanish war, and is about 
1,100 mfles southeast of the south 
point of Florida. ' 

“I make this explanation because I 
have met some people in Atlanta who 
thought it was one of the Philippine 
islands.

State Presents a Lengthly Demurrer to the Petition of 
the Central Railroad—the Text of the 
Demurrer.

The petition of the Central of Geor- 
gia railroad against the Georgia rail- 
road commission, Attorney General 
Hart and attorney to the commission, 
J. K. Hines, attorney to the commis- 
sion, was called in the United States 
court yesterday morning, Hon W. T. 
Newman, judge, presiding. 

Attorneys representing the Georgia 
railroad, the Atlanta and West Point 
railroad, the Louisville and Nashville, 
and the Atlantic Coast Line, each of 
whiei have asked for an injunction 
against the enforcement of rule 334, in 
which a reduction of passenger rates is 
decreed by the Georgia railroad commi-s 
sion, were present when the United 
States district court was opened. 

For the Central of Georgia, Cunning- 
ham & Lawton, of Savannah, appeared, 
Attorney General Hart and attorney to’ 
the commission, J. K. Hines, and Wim- 
bish, Watkins & Ellis, of Atlanta, an- 
swered for the state railroad commis- 
sion, the attorneys for the other lines 
involved recognizing a right of way in 
court for the Ce;tra]l case, 

Attorneys for Ne movants asked per- 
mission to present tWo amendments to 
the original bill. The first amendment 
sought to make George F. Montgomery, 
secretary to ‘the railroad commission, & 


party defendant, and requested that her; 


be prohibited from issuing a certified 
copy of order 334 to the attorney gen- 
eral of the state; to the governor of the 
state, or to any one acting in_the cap- 
acity of the officials indicated. The sec- 
ond amendment wanted Governor Hoke 
Smith made a party defendant, there- 
by preventing him from taking any part 
whatever in the action by the state rail- 
road commission in opposing the motion 
of the Central of Georgia to secure 4n 
injunction as to rule 334. 
Text of the Demufrer. 

After responding to the rule to show 
cause the state’s representatives pre- 
sented a demurrer to the petition for 
injunction. That demurrer, the introduc- 
tory remarks omitted, follows: 

i:-The order of the railroad commis- 
sion is presumptively legal and there 
is adequate . remedy at law to contest 
its constitutionality. 

2. Before any officer of the state can 
be enjoined from enforcing a law the 
invalidity of the law’ must be estab- 
lished in a court of competent juris- 
diction. 

8. The ‘complainant not having vio- 
lated the law,: there can be no multi- 
plied nor multiplicity of suits brought 
against it. 

4.The reasonableness of the rate will 
be determined by the final effect upon 
the operations of the carrier. 

6 Should the rate -prove unreasona- 
ble after a fair test, a remedy can be 
found in the railroad commission which 
is supposed to discharge its duty. 

6. There is no party defendant 
against. whom relief can be granted, 
neither the commission, the attorney 
general nor special counsel being 
charged with the enforcement of the 
commission’s rulings. r 

7. The circular has become part of 
the law and its constitutionality can not 
be questioned, nor its operation en- 
joined by a-suit in equity against per- 
sons not vested. with the enforcement 
of the law. , “ 


8. The commission has fully perform-j 


ed its functions under the law and has 
no power to enforce it. The duty of en~- 
forcing the law devolves upon the gover- 
nor, and a suit against him to enjoin 
execution 6f presumptively valid law is, 
in legal contemplation, such a suit 
against the state as is forbidden by the 
eleventh: amendment to the constitution 
of the United States. 

9. It is not averred that either or any 
of the defendants can or will institute 
proceedings against the complainant 
so long as the order is obeyed. 

10. The railroad commbfssion is vest- 
ed with the exclusive power to deter- 
mine the reasonableness of rates and 
its orders are not subject to judicial 
review unless the rates are too low and 
amount to a confiscation. 

11. The railway company is not enti- 
tled to earn a given per cent on its cap- 
italization or on the value of the Invest- 
ment, this being a legislative, not a ju- 
dicial question. 

After hearing the amended petitions» 
seeking to make Governor Smith and 
Secretary Montgomery parties defend- 
ant and the demurrer by the legal 
representatives of the _ state, Judge 
Newman issued an order fixing Mon- 
day, October 7, next, as the date upon 
which the court will determine wheth- 
er or not Governor Smith can be 
made a party defendant in the cause. 
The order reads: 

“In the circuit court of. the United 
States for the northern district of 
Georgia. 

‘Central of Georgia Railway Com- 
pany v. S8..G. McLendon, H. Warner 
et al., railroad commissioners. 
The railroad commission of Georgia, 
John Cc. Hart, attorney general of 
Georgia, and J. K. Hines, . special at- 
torney to railroad commission of Geor- 
gia. In equity. ’ 

“ihis cause came on this day on a 
rule to show cause why injunction. 
pemdiente lite should not issue agaimst 
tne defendants to the original bill as 
therein prayed for. The complainants 
presented two amendments to their 
bill, and the defendants presented a 
demurrer. It is: 

“Ordered, That the hearing be post- 
poned until Monday, October 7, 1907, 
at 10. o0’clock a. m., at which time the 
court will determine whether or not 
Hon. Hoke Smith, governor of Georgia, 
can and should be made a party de- 
fendant to this cause, and whether or 
not injunction pendente lite shall issue 
against him and the other defendants 
as prayed in the bill. 

“In open court, this 16th day of Sep- 
tember, 1907. W. T. NEWMAN, 

“United States Judge.”

The city council formally received 
the auditorium-armory site and as- 
sumed the bonded indebtedness and‘ 
outstanding contracts yesterday after- 
noon by adopting the following reso- 
lution, which was introduced by Aldere 
man Peters: 


Resolved by the mayor and general council 
that the proposition of the Auditorium-Arm- 
ory company, of the city of Atlanta, this day 
submitting offer to sell to the city of Atlanta 
an equity in the lot at the corner of Court- 
land and Gilmer streets, fronting two hun- 
dred (200) feet on Courtland and running back 
even width three hundted (800) feet to Gil- 
mer street, to be used by the city of Atlanta 
for the purpose of having an auditerium and 
an armory, which the city very much needs, 
be and is hereby accepted. and the sum of 
seventy-five thousand ($75,000.00) dollars is 
hereby appropriated in payment of the same, 
this amount to be taken from a fund spe- 
cially appropriated for that purpose, the deed 
to be made of the above described property 
to the city of Atlanta conveying the equity 
in said property to the city of Atlanta, the 
same to be approved by the city attorney. 

Overhead Wire Allowed. 

An ordinance reported by the board 
of electrical control, allowing an over- 
head wire within the city limits where 
all wires are required to be put un- 
der ground was adopted by a vote of 
14 to 5. 

The wire is wanted by the hospital 
of Drs. Hancock and Jernigan; at the 
corner of Cone and Poplar ‘streets, and 
is to be run from Spring street by 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- } 
pany. There is no wire on that street, 
and it would cost over $1,000 to lay 
a conduit. 

Dr. Longino said he had heard that 
the new hospital was for the use of 
the Southern railroad and the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, but 
this was denied by Dr. Hancock.

‘An ordinance introduced by Council- 
man Longino requiring the street car 
company to have trash removed when 
car tracks were greased and swept 
into the gutter was referred to the 
ordinance committee.

Chicago, September 1!16.—Judge San- 
born, in the United States court, to- 
day decided that surety companies 
wiiich sign bonds for postal employees 
who take money from the mails are 
responsible for the full amount stolen.

Earthquake Under Sea. 

Far below the surface of the sea the 
earthquakes make as much commotion as on 
terra firma. The latest volcanic eruption of 
Vesuvius was observed with respect to its 
effects in the gulf of Naples by Dr. Salva- 
tore Lo Bioneo. The day before the erup- 
tion, says the Chieage Tribune,:not ea ear- 
dine was to be caught in the neighborhood, 
although it was the height of the sardines 
season, for by some sixth sense thé fish 
seemed to know of the Impending disaster. 

The spawing of fishes was retarded, oys- 
ters, clams and their kin were kijled, and 
there was great mortality among other types. 
Fishes that frecuent deep waters were some- 
what protected from conditions prevailing at 
the surface and escaped death. but evidently 
they were thrown into a panic that caused 
them to leave their natural hunting grounds, 
for men fisbing from small boate caught 
species which never had been brought up be- 
fore except by @ special deep water dredge. 

The minute plants and animals compris- 
ing plankton, which form the main food sup- 
ply of many of the marine animals. were 
largely destroyed to a depth of ten fathoms, 
and as a consequence the scarcity of the 
food caused the death of the fish to such an 
extent that in Sardinia the fishing industry 
practically was ruined. 

One of the most curious effects of the show- 
er of cinders was to cause certain animals to 
throw off all appendages in the endeavor to 
protect themselves. The lobster is one of 
the familiar animals that adopts the philo- 
sophical plan of giving up much to save 
more, and when caught will automatically 
detach a claw and leave it in the of 
its captor in order to escape with the rest 
of tts corporeal entitly. 

The serpent starfish adopts the same policy 
in time of danger, and as it is exceptionally 
well provided with arms, ite chances of és- 

by autonomy are correspondingly in- 
creased. When the shower of cinders de-
